: CRIME: Niagara Regional Police officers shot Saturday to make full recoveries 

Man in shooting known by neighbours as gun collector

Neighbours of a man involved in a 
shootout with police at a Fenwick apart¬ 
ment building Saturday night say he was a 
known gun collector who led a happy life 
until things started going south about six 
months ago. 

The man who was taken to hospital 
with at least one gunshot wound, and who 
police said fired at officers, was identified 
by neighbours as a 29-year-old. 

His condition was unknown prior to 
press deadline Monday. 

Two Niagara Regional Police officers, 
who also suffered gunshot wounds, are 
both expected to make hill recoveries from 
their gunshot wounds, Chief Jeff McGuire 
said Sunday. 

The officers were identified Sunday 
afternoon as Const. Neal Ridley, an eight- 
year member of the force, and Const Jake 
Braun, a five-year member, both who were 
recovering at home Sunday. 

One officer shot in the shoulder was 
struck in two other places, the other was 
shot in the foot 

McGuire in e-mail exchanges with The 
Tribune Sunday said he cannot release 
the man’s name. 

As of Monday, no charges had been laid 
in this case, the chief said in a followup. 

Sitting at a picnic table inside yellow 
police tape, residents of Canboro Gar¬ 
dens apartments talked about the previ¬ 
ous night’s affairs Sunday under a warm 
breeze. 

A woman who would only identify her¬ 
self as Sue described the tenant involved 
in the “shootings as “friendly” and “a won¬ 
derful man" who liked to joke. 

“He wore his heart on his sleeve,” Sue 
said. 

But about six months ago, she said, the 
man began having problems with drugs, 
and it led to a subsequent breakup of the 
“love of his life.” 

Police were called to the apartment 
building at the comer of Balfour Street at 
704 Canboro Rd. Saturday night to report 
of a suicidal male with firearms. 

Just past 8 p.m. The Tribune heard mul¬ 
tiple shots fired from within the building. 

A number of residents said the man 
involved and who was living alone was a 
known gun collector. 

some of his “registered” firearms. 

That person who frequently visits 
the building said the man had recently 
become depressed and was behind on his 
rent. She painted him to be "a very keep- 
to-yourself kind of guy.” 

Sue said: “He was crying out for help 
and didn’t get any.” 

Apartment residents said the shooting 
took place on the top floor of the three-floor 
building that includes basement units. 


The building opened in the early late 
1920s as Pelham Continuation School 
and in 1949 became Pelham District High 

converted to apartments. The floors are 
still subdivided by school fire doors, and 
only the units neighbouring where the 
shootings took place were evacuated Sat¬ 
urday, residents said. 

The situation was unnerving to some, 
included another woman who asked not 
to be identified. 

She only learned of the police presence 
at the building after her 13-year-old son 
sawpolice lights flashing outside. 

“I got up and went to look out the win¬ 
dow then I heard the shots.” 

She put the number at “about six." 

More gunshots were heard soon after. 

She feels more could have been done to 
alert tenants to possible danger they faced 
Saturday night 

“I've never seen anything like this in my 
life, the way it happened," she said. 

Pelham Mayor Dave Augustyn, who 
lives about a kilometre west on Canboro 
Road, at the other bookend of the village 
centre, said he was keeping up to speed 
on the shootings through The t ribune. 

“Obviously my thoughts and prayers are 
with the two officers who were injured,” 
Augustyn said Sunday morning. 

“And I’m very thankful in terms of the 
service from firefighters to paramedics, to 
police... it’s fitting... that it’s Thanksgiving 
weekend and we can be thankful for what 


The story has made headlines across 
Canada. Augustyn pointed out incidents 



“This is odd for our community. It’s 
known as being a quaint community and 
we’d like to be known for many better 
things," he said. 

"Unfortunately, these things happen, 
and they do happen across the country.” 

In e-mail exchanges, Sgt. Chris Stew¬ 
art told The Tribune police would not 


shootings now that the incident is under 
review by the province’s police watch¬ 
dog Special Investigations Unit, which 
looks into police matters when a civilian 
or officer is injured or killed. The SIU has 
assigned six investigators and three foren¬ 
sic invesugators to the case.

learly, bigger isn’t better 
when it comes to election 
campaigns. 

We’re more than lOweeks into 
our current one and there are still 
five days to go until voters make the 
choice they normally make after just 
five weeks of electioneering. 

We’ve had leaders’ debates (at 
least five of them), local candidates’ 
debates, campus campaigns, most of 
us have probably met a candidate or 
two at our door. 

We’ve heard from unions, interest 
groups, professors and pundits. 

There have been protests and 
marches. We saw a ground-breaking, 


major free trade deal announced. 

And when all that didn't wake us up, 
we had the salacious — candidates 
kicked off the ticket for raunchy, 
tasteless or just dumb social media 
postings, even one caught peeing in 
someone’s coffee cup. 

In Niagara, we even had our own 
minor flap when photos emerged 
showing St. Catharines MP Rick 
Dykstra posing with young women 
inside a bar. 

They say they were underage and 
he supplied them with drinks. He said 
he didn't give them drinks, and how 
was he supposed to know if they were 
underage or not anyway? 

Yet, the first two pages in last 


Tuesday’s Standard contained two 
fascinating stories — on the front, one 
about the drive to get more young 
people to taken an interest and get out 
and vote on Oct. 19. 

Turn the page and you see a column 
by Grant LaFleche saying seniors’ 
issues have received litde attention in 
this campaign. 

Who, exactly, is this election 
campaign connecting with anyway? 

For various reasons, seniors 
generally are more likely to vote than 
are people in other age groups. And 
young people, of course, are the future. 

Clearly, the three main parties — 
Conservative, Liberal and NDP — are 
not engaging the broad audience. 


That, despite millions of dollars spent 
on advertising on the campaign trail. 

But is it their problem?

/ amatikos was a Great Lakes trader in 
1970. The ship had been built at Elsfleth, 
/Vest Germany, and completed in December 


The 94.73-metre-long vessel operated 
under West German registry and spent its 
early years on saltwater routes as Wilhelm 
Doerenkamp. 

The 4,121-tonne capacity carrier was sold 
to Greek interests in 1969 and renamed 
lamatikos. The new owner sent the small 
ship through the St. Lawrence Seaway in 1970 

the Greek flag as Mitera. 

By 1975, the ship was sailing under a 
fifth name of Anatoli. It was lost the next 
year. Anatoli had left Leningrad, Russia, for 
Jeddah, Saudi Arabia, and was anchored 
off the port when it was in a collision with 
the Lash Atlantico on Nov. 28,1976. The 
anchored ship was badly damaged and, while 
initially listed as "semi-submerged,” it was 
noted as having sunk on Dec. 9. 

The much larger, 249.9-metre-long Lash 
Atlantico survived the collision and lasted 
until being scrapped at Alang, India, follow¬ 
ing arrival in 1996

Funds added 
to Ridgeville 
cenotaph project 

Town council has added 
$7,000 to the first phase of a 
cenotaph restoration project 
at the Old Pelham Town Hall in 
Ridgeville. 

The now $44,400 upgrade 
to the 1921 cenotaph and its 
landscaping is expected to be 
complete for Remembrance Day 
services in November. 

The cenotaph honours 18 
men from the then township of 
Pelham who did not return from 
the First World War. 

The town had received 
$16,800 from the federal 
Veterans Affairs ministry and 
$5,000 from Royal Canadian 
Legion Branch 613 to assist 


with the project. Pelham covers 
the rest. 

The project includes 
restoring the cenotaph’s 
lead lettering - which has 
been done - and lighting the 
memorial and the flag pole, 
building a brick pathway and 
sidewalk, planting flowers and 
trimming trees. 

The second phase, 
restoration of a German trench 
mortar, will be considered in the 
2016 capital budget process. 

It would include the cost of 
restoration and a plaque to 
explain its significance. 

The town will apply for a 
grant in January to assist with 
second phase. A staff and 
citizens group is working on 
cost estimates. 

Pelham wants residents 
prepared 

After a major emergency, the 
first 72 hours are critical. 

Pelham town staff hope 
during that time residents 
become the solution rather 
than the problem as they 
recover from storms, floods, 
fires, blackouts and other 
disruptions. 

A staff team, drawn from 
across municipal departments, 


created a 100-page Emergency 
Preparedness Guide for 
residents to use for homes, 
vehicles, health care and family 
protection. 

It is one of two documents 
the team produced as part of 
a review of the town's crisis 
communications plan. 

The other, detailing who does 
what in communicating with the 
public, media and other levels 
of government, was primarily 
for internal use, Martha Toscher 
told town councillors at their 
regular meeting last Monday. 

The preparedness guide, 
packed with tips on what to 
do before, during and after an 
emergency, "provides you with 
steps to be better prepared 
for the different kinds of 
emergencies that can impact 
the town of Pelham," said staff. 

Town council Monday 
accepted both documents. 

The guide, it was suggested, 
could be posted on the town’s 
website and possibly made 
available in hard copies. 

Chief administrative officer 
Darren Ottaway said this is 
one part of a series of such 
interdepartmental projects. 
Council will receive regular 
reports on them.
